Educational Research and 
Vocational Guidance Work 
Will Soon Be Started Un- 
der Direction of Education 
Board. 


CATOR WOOLFORD WILL 
SUPPORT NEW BUREAU 


Department of Home and 
School Gardening and Ele- 
mentary Agriculture Will 
Be Included--United States 
to Help. 


A bureau of educational research and 
Vocational guidance, in connection 
with the department of public educa- 
tion, will be established in Atlanta, ac- 
cording to action taken yesterday at 
am meeting of the board of education 
with several prominent citizens, fol- 
lowing a luncheon tendered the mem- 
bers of the board and 
domestic science department of 
Girls’ High ‘school, in 
building. 

While the new institution is an ad- 
junct of the department of public edu- 
cation to be under the direction and 
supervision of a committee from the 
board of education the money with 
which it is financed is the personal 
contribution a public spirited citi- 
zen, Cator Woolford, president of the 
Retail Credit association. 

The btrreau will’ include’a depart- 
ment of home and- school gardening 
and elementary agriculture, for the 
initiation of which the United States 
department of education’ will furnish 
an expert. - The institution a's a whole 
is considered ane of the most advanced 
expressions of the direct relation which 
should exist between the public schools 
and the men who pay taxes to support 
the schools and- look.to .the schools 
for men and women to carry on the 
businéss of the present moment, ac- 
cording to twentieth century methods. 

Mr. Woolford'’s Offer. 

meeting Friday Major R. J. 
stating the proposition of 
the hureau of educational research 
and vyocationa! training, read a letter 
from Cator Woolford in which he form- 
ally offered his aid in making the bu- 
reau possible as follows: 

“Major R. J. Guinn, President Board of 
BIeducation, Atlanta, Ua. 
‘“Deat Major Guinn: As a cftizen of At- 

lanta. I have noticed with much gratifica- 

tion the efforts of the board of education 
to develop here an effective of public edu- 


cation. 
other citizens of At- 


“In common with 
lanta. I have regretted that many of the 


forward movements proposed by the board, 
have been hindered by a lack of funds 
with which to put them into execution. 

I am particularly impressed with the 
great value, to this city, that would accrue 
from the organization of a bureau of educa- 
tional research and vocational guidance, in 
connection with the department of public 
cducation, as was recently approved by your 
beard. 

“In this day when conservation of re- 
sources is of such great value to individual, 
as well as community life, there can be no 
possible question of the great benefit to 
come to the entire city, if a system of home 
and school gardening and e'ementary agri- 
culture could be instituted under capable 
leadership. 

“This proposition, IT understand, was wise- 
ly approved by your board some months ago, 
but the plan has not been put in operation, 
because funds have not been placed at 
your disposal for this purpose. 

“I am so convinced of the importance of 
the departments, as above referred to, quick- 
ly becoming a part of our educational sys- 
tem, that I am willing. if the board 
promptly institute them, to furnish the finan- 
cial support necessary for maintaining 
them a period of two years, This amount 
T take it will not exceed six thousand dol- 
lars per )ear. . 

“t would suggest that this sum be admin- 
{istered by a committee of three members of 
the board, composed of yourself as chairman, 
and two other members appvinted by your- 
self.

“It is a source of encouragement for 
this board to receive such substantial 
evidence of appreciation for the good 
work it is undertaking to do, in the 
direction of creating a more efficient 
system of public schools for this city. 

“The patriotic and most generous do- 
nation tendered by Mr. Woolford, opens 
the way for a type of service that will 
result in untold benefits to the entire 
city. 1 am sure that not only this 
board. but the people at large will feel 
grateful for this evidence of profound 
interest in the welfare of the young life 
of Atlanta

“The two departments, which Mr. 
W oolford’s offer enables us to institute, 
have both been consiaered and formal- 
ly approved by this board, and wownid 
be in process of operation but for the 
financial difficulties prevailing in our 
city.

At Bull Sluice the board was shown 
a plant which was built in two years 
at a cost of $345,000 and which pro- 
duced laet vear 40,000,000 kilowats of 
electricity. This plant was submitted 
to the board as an illustration of the 
economy with which the power sites 
afforded by the Chattahoochee river 
may be developed. As against this, it 
was shown the board that the Hale’s 
Bar hydro-electric plant on the Ten- 
nessee river was built in a period of 
eight years at a cost of $13,000,000, and 
that it produced last year 60,000,000 
kilowats, or only 20,000,000 more than 
the Bull Sluice plant, though the cost 
of construction and time required was 
tremendously more than that required 
for the Bull Sluice plant. 

Will Have Keserve Power. 

It was shown to the board that if 
for any reason the plants along the 
Chattahoochee river should fail at any 
time, the government could immediate- 
ly fall back upon a reserve power from 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany’s plant at Tallulah Falls, where 
100,000 continuous horse power is 
available. 

The board left Atlanta Friday night 
for Birmingham, where they will hear 
the arguments in favor of the Mussel 
Shoals project.

A. lL. Kennedy, father of the young 
woman, declares that he will prosecute 
/Adams under the Mann white slave 
‘act. When seen in jail here tonight 
the minister was very reticent about 
the episode, declining to say where 
he and Miss Kennedy went during their 
absence of nearly two weeks. Asked 
the direct question as to why he 
came back he said: “I couldn't do any- 
thing with Dewey. She wanted to come 
home or write to her people.” 

When it was suggested that it ap- 
peared as if he would have stayed 
away because of the gravity of the 
charge against him, Adams replied that 
his health had been such during recent 
months that his ‘“‘mind”’” had become 
affected. 

Miss Kennedy tonight reiterated her 
story to the effect that she and the 


Rev. Mr. Adams, after leaving 
man Park, visited Atlanta and 
mingham, going from the latter 
to Newport, where their funds ran 
short and it was necessary for them 
to pawn their jewelry to get money to 
return home on. Miss Kennedy’s ex- 
periences have been so trying on her 
nerves and strength that she is said 
to be on the verge of a mental and 
physical breakdown. 


TEXAS GOVERNOR OWED 
$170,000 10 ONE BANK 


Former President of Temple 
Bank Tells of Ferguson’s 
Indebtedness.

Austin, Texas, March 9.—H. C. Poe, 
former president of the Temple State 
-bank, today testified before the house 
committee investigating charges 
brought against Governor James E. 
Ferguson, of Texas, that at one time 
the governor's indebtedness to the bank 
reached practically $170,000. 

“Do you not know that the governor 
has since paid off his indebtedness?” 
asked an attorney representing the 
governor before the committee. 

“He may have,” replied Mr. Poe. 
rcan’t say.” 

Mr. Poe's appearance as a witness de- 
veloped the most interesting period 
Since the investigation began. The 
hearing room was crowded as he told 
his story of the governor's relations 
with the bank from the day he resign- 
ed the presidency of the institution to 
become sovernor, and Poe. became his 
successor, until the dime when Poe sev- 
ered relations with the bank. Poe said 
the indebtedness finally reached such 
a point that he notified the governor 
that he would be compelled to put a 
Stop to mM. He declared that he did not 
consider the governor's note adequately 
secured. 

“Is it not a fact that in your bank’s 
statement at the end of 1916 you swore 
that these noges were good and. cole 
lectible?’” he was asked. 

Poe admitted that he had, but said he 
had done so because, at a meeting the 
night before with a bank examiner 
present, the governor had promised 
to pay $100,000 in ten days, and he be- 
lieved the promise good. 

Poe admitted that he did not wish to

Desire to Shape Laws. 


Not only will the law enforcement 
committee take a hand in the campaign 
for the clerk of the house of the ex- 
tra session of the legislature and al] 
officials of the new legislature, as was 
indicated in a letter which Thomas BR. 
Felder, general counsel that com- 
mittee, mailed out to some of the mem- 
bers of the legislature last Wednesday, 
but this committee will undertake to 
figure largely in the shaping of the 
prohibition measures to be presented 
in the extra session and the line of 
campaign to be adopted to put these 
measures through. 

This additional activity of the law 
enforcement committee was revealed in 
a second letter to members of the 
legislature, which Mr. Felder mailed 
out Friday, calling a caucus to be held 
the night before the legislature meets 
in the Ansley hotel, where, “without 
dictation, suggestion, intrigue or 
scheming upon the part of the secret 
agencies of the ‘liquor bund’ and their 
partners in crime” can be completed 
the “revolution” initiated by the pro- 
hibitionists at the regular session of 
the legislature in the summer of 1915. 


Caucus to Cause Trouble. 


This caucus presages a rift in the 
lute of the prohibition ranks, for it ig 
already apparent that there are those 
of the legislature who strongly urged 
an extra session to whom this caucus 
will not be agreeable. It appears, 
therefore, that there is a Possibility of 
two factions who will desire to have a 
very visible hand in shaping the pro- 
posed prohibition legislation. Certain 
it is that friends of Governor Harris 
are going to insist that he have the 
controlling ‘“say-so” in the Shaping of 
prohibition measures, Which ghall be 
known as the administration meas- 
ures. It is possible that both factions 
of the prohibitionists in the legislature 
will seek the sanction and support of 
the governor. 

Mr. Felder made it clear in a state- 
ment Friday night that, if the pro- 
posed office of commissioner of pro- 
hibition, whose duty it shall be to in- 
force the new prohbition .measure, goes 
through, he will neither seek the office

Great Crowd Gathers at the 
Station to Greet Battery B, 
of Atlanta, and A and C, 
of Savannah. 


WAR SECRETARY BAKER 
EXTENDS HIS GREETING 


Battery B Will Be Mustered 
Out in Atlanta, While the 
Savannah Companies Go 
Home for This Ceremony. 


The Atlanta Artillery, first of the 
Georgia troops to return from the 
Mexican border, arrived in Atlanta Fri- 
day night at 10 o’clock and detrained 
at the Union station in the midst of a 
cheering multitude of Atlanta friends 
and admirers. 

Brown as berries they were and as 
hard as ten-penny nails—men, every 
inch of them! 

That is not only what Atlanta thought 
of them as they marched by, but it’s 
what a visitor, whose opinion counts 
tremendously more, thought about it. 

Watches Artillery Boys. 

As the battery filed out.from under 
the Union station trainshed and march- 
ed through the surging, cheering 
throng northward up Pryor street, a 
little wiry, clean-cut, iron-jawed man 
stood in the fringe of the crowd and 
watched them with keen eyes, swiftly 
taking in and sizing up the men as 


they swung by. He watched them si- 
lently and motionlessly, searching them 
closely in the brief moment that he had. 

There was, perhaps, not a man in the 
battery, with the exception of their 
commander, Captain A. J. McBride, who 
knew that he was marching under the 
scrutiny of Newton D. Baker, secre- 
tary of war of the United States. Yet 
it was fire the way these boys, each 
as straight as an arrow and as stalwart 
and lithe as an Indian, filed by with 
the acme of control, though each was 
longing beyond words and impatient to 
see their friends and families from 
whom they have for months been sep- 
arated. 

The last man marched by and Captain 
McBride stepped up and saluted Secre- 
tary Baker and Adjutant General ‘J; 
Van Holt Nash. 

Baker Praises Troops. 

The scrutiny was over and Seéretary 
Baker handed down his verdict: 

“They are a fine looking body of sol- 
diers and I am greatly impressed with 
their appearance of health and fitness. 
I congratulate you.” 

Secretary Baker. then asked Capiain 
McBride as to the general health of his 
command during their service on the 
border. 

“Their health has been splendid,” said 
Captain McBride. ‘‘There have beéén but 
very few cases of illness of any sort, 
and these cases have been of a minor 
nature.” 

“Did you bring your entire command 
back with you?” asked Secretary Baker. 

“Our strength is 141 men,” replied 
Captain McBride. “We left two men 
in the hospital on the border, suffer- 
ing from minor troubles, and these men 
will be on their way home within a 
few days.” 

Captain McBride offered a word of 
apology fr slackKness in formation due 
to the tremendous crowd that pressed 
about the soldiers. 

Pleased With Appearance. 

“Tt am sure [I am tremendously im- 
pressed,’ replied Secretary Baker. “To 
me your command has been very impos- 
ing, and I am greatly pleased with 
their appearance.” 

Secretary Baker, who was in Atlanta 
for the day as a member of the fed- 
eral board to decide the location of a 
government nitrate plant, then hurried 
to his car to leave for Birmingham, 
where he, with the rest of the board, 
will hear further argument upon the 
nitrate plant question Saturday. 

“And they are soldiers, too, and ready 
for service,” added Captain McBride. 

Secretary Baker remained over in At- 
lanta late Friday night for the espe- 
cial purpose of seeing the Atlanta Ar- 
tillery upon its arrival from the border. 
Owing to the lateness of the hour and 
the fact that Secretary Baker's train 
was due to leave shortly, he did not 
have opportunity to address the sol- 
diers, but expressed his compliments 
to them through their commander. 

After the troops had been reviewed 
by Secretary Baker, and a committee 
from the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
they marched through the downtown 
streets of Atlanta to the armory, head- 
ed by a squadron of mounted police. 
The sidewalks were lined with people 
who stopped to watch them and cheer 
them as they passed. 

Met By Committee. 


The committee which met the battery 
at the train was as follows:

Owing to a misunderstanding as to 
where the troops were to detrain, the 
committee and a large part of the 
crowd waited at the Forsyth street 
crossing, and when the train was pull- 
ed into the Union station had to zo 
back to the station, where the troops 
waited upon them. 

Mayor Candler formally invited Cap- 
tain McBride and his command to at- 
tend the big banquet and _ reception 
which the chamber of commerce is to 
tender all the Atlanta troops ‘when 
they have all returned from the border. 

‘“Don’* let your boys fill up too much. 
captain,” cautioned the mayor, “tbe- 
cause we are going to give them a sure 
enough good time as soon as the rest 
of the boys get home. Tell them so and 
tell them to save up for the occasion'”

British Steamer Mendi, Car- 
rying Native South African 
Laborers, Sinks in Collision 
Off Isle of Wight. 


London, March 9.—The British trans- 
port Mendi, carrying South African 
native laborers, was sunk after a col- 
lision on February 21 and 625 persons 
lost their lives. Ten of the persons 
lost were Europeans, according to the 
announcement by Premier Botha. The 
collision occurred off the Isle of 
Wight. 

The official announcement says: 

“Premier Botha stated to the South 
African parliament toduy that the 
transport Mendi, carrying the last 
batch of the South African native la- 
borers’ contingent (the rest of whom 
were landed safely in France) collided 
with another vessel en route from Eng- 
land to Havre and sank in 25 minutes. 
The collision occurred off the Isle of 
Wight February 21. The escort’s 
search light could not penetrate the 
fog, but the survivors were rescued 
by passing vessels. Twelve European 
officers and 191 natives were saved. 
Ten Europeans and 615 natives were 
lost. 

“Difficulty in obtaining 
information caused the delay in 
ing the announcement public.

Wilson Backed by Nation. 

In deciding that he has power to 
arm merchantmen, the president took 
the position that an old statute passed 
in 1819, cited in the senate debate as 
prohibiting such a step without con- 
gressional action, has no applicatlom to 
the present situation. He is satisfied 
that the nation stands behind him and 
accepts the overwhelming vote in the 
house On the armed neutrality bill and 
the known opinion of a large majority 
of the senate as proof of the attitude of 
congress. 

Although the bill which failed of 
passage in the senate provided for a 
bond issue of $100,000,000 to pay the 
expenses of armed neutrality, the gov- 
ernment has sufficient money available 
for its immediate purposes.

Under a bil] Passed during the last 
days of the last congress, the funds at 
the disposal of the federal war risk

Armed neutrality is expected to re- 
move the practical blockade of Ameri- 
can ports and place the issue of event- 
ual War squarely upon Germany. An 
armed American vessel 
will precipitate a fight if the ship gets 
Sight of the submarine, and an un- 
warned attack will ibe regarded bv the 
United States as an act of war.

The throttling of neutral shipping 
both British and German experts have 
stated to be the most serious result 
of the German campaign to date and 
to have exceeded in effects the ac tual 
amount of tonnage destroyed. Several 
German authorities have indicated that 
so long as they could terrorize neu- 
tral vessels and continue their attrition 
on British shipping the eventual star- 
vation of England was certain. 


ARMED NEUTRALITY 
DEFINED BY EXPERTS. 


Washington, March 9.—Armed neu- 
trality will be the status of the Un ited 
States the moment the first merchant 
ship under the American flag puts to 
sea with cannon mounted for defense. 
President Wilson made this clear in his 
address to congress February 26, when 
he asked specific authority to arm 
merchant ships for defense against 
submarines—the steps he ordered today 
upon his own responsibility. 

Writers on international law have 
held that armed neutrality consists In 
placing the country in a position to 
defend itself and its neutrality against 
threatened attack or inroads by bellig- 
erents. This state of preparedness may 
last an indefinite length of time, 
through good fortune in avoiding con- 
tact with belligerent forces afloat or 
ashore, or through- the design of the 
belligerent ‘to confine its declaration 
of purpose to infringe the neutrality 
of a country to mere threats unsup- 
ported by action. 

On the other hand, the status of arm- 
ed neutrality may change into one of 
actual hostility through the collision— 
such as a submarine attack on an 
armed merchantman. 

President Wilson has said that it may 
not be necessary to.put armed forces 
anywhere into action. All will depend 
upon the future attitude of Germany 
and the treatment of American. ships 
by German submarine commanders. 

In his address to congress, the pres- 
ient said: “I am not now proposing 
or contemplating war or any steps that 
lead to it. I merely request that you 
will accord me your own vote and defi- 
nite bestowal the means and the au- 
thority to safeguard in practice the 
right of a great people who are at 
peace and who are desirous of exer- 
cising none but the rights of peace to

; Instructions to Gun Crews. 

“With the departure of the first 
armed American ship it will be neces- 
Sary for the navy department to issue 
instructions to gun crews as to the 
manner in which the weapons are to be 
employed. In that will be involved a 
declaration of policy as to whether the 
appearance of a submarine in the neigh- 
borhood of a ship is sufficient warrant 
for opening fire. Officials will not dis- 
cuss this aspect of the situation. 

When the application of a shipowner 
for arms has been approved, the com- 
mandant of the nearest navy yard will 
be instructed to place the guns aboard. 
In some cases structural changes in 
ships’ decks may be necessary to carry 
the gun weight. In any event, however, 
it will take no more than a few days 
to outfit any ship. 

Contracts for additional guns of suit- 
able size are being speeded up. It is 
expected that they can be completed so 
that weapons will be quickly available 
for converting merchant craft into na- 
val auxiliaries if war comes. 


BITTER FIGHT SURE 
T0 CONTROL HOUSE 


Unless Coalition Agreement 

Prevents--Optimistic Fore- 
casts of Control Made by 
Both Parties. 


Washington, March 9.—Optimistic 
forecasts of the control of the next 
house came from democratic and re- 
publican leaders tonight when they 
heard of the president’s call for an ex- 
tra session of congress April 16. Many 
unbiased observers, however, foresee 
only a long and bitter organization 
fight unless a coalition agreement pre- 
vents. 

Both Speaker Clark and .Representa- 
tive Woods, of lowa, chairman of the 
republican congressional committee, 
predicted’ victory for their respective 
parties. Each said his party was as- 
sured of at least 218 votes. 

The official standing of the incom- 
ing house is as follows: 

Republicans, 215; democrats, 214; pro- 
hibitionist, 1; progressive, 1; progress- 
ive-protectionist, 1; socialist, 1; inde- 
pendent, 1; vacant, 1. 

The vacancy exists in the fifteenth 
New York district, which is over- 
whelmingly democratic. It has been 
generally believed Governor Whitman 
would call an election before next Fri- 
day, which would make virtually cer- 
tain a tie at 215 between the demo- 
cratic and republican membership on 
the opening day of the session. 

Republicans Worried. 

Republican leaders are worried over 

the illness of three of their members 
and the statement of a fourth that 
he does not favor Representative Mann 
for speaker. Representatives Hill of 
Connecticut, Sulloway of New Hamp- 
shire and Graham of Pennsylvania are 
ill. Representative Heintz, of Cincin- 
nati, recently stated in a letter that he 
did not “favor’’ Mr. Mann. 
All of the newly elected democratic 
and republican members probably will 
be summoned here for caucuses a week 
or ten days before congress is recon- 
vened. Several former progressives 
now enrolled as republicans, it is un- 
derstood, will decline to be bound by 
caucus rules. 

Some members of both of the old 
parties would not be surprised to see a 
coalition agreement entered into before 


April 16, and the slate carried through 
with a rush before the end of the first 
day. Success of the bi-partisan propos- 
al will depend in a great measure on 
the international situation and gaps 
which may be caused in the ranks of the 
big parties by illness or death. Neither 
side proposes to permit weeks of weuri- 
some and useless balloting for speaker 
to tie up important government busi- 
ness. 

Despite the growing talk of coalition 
the five independents insist they will 
not acquiesce quietly to wishes of bi 
party leaders. By agreement none o 
the independents will pledge himself 
to any candidate for speaker until all 
have met here again. 

Relleved Uncertainty. 

News of the calling of an extra ses- 
sion relieved the uncertainty of more 
than a hundred members who have 
remained here. since the regular ses- 
sion ended... Many left for home to- 
night. Speaker Clark predicted that 
once congress resumed sittings in April 
it will not adjourn until August, 1918. 
He think's that organization work will 
be disposed of within four days and 
then the entire field of legislation, in- 
cluding bills which failed at the last 
session and new proposals, will be 
opened up. 

The speaker went to the white house 
today shortly before the proclamation 
was issued. He was unable to see the 
president on account of the latter’s 
illness, but talked with Secretary Tum- 
ulty and told him it was absolutely 
necessary that there should be some 
word, preferably a proclamation, that 
would enable members and congres- 
hones attaches generally to make their 
plans. 

Some of the members of the house 
insular affairs committee have planned 
to make a trip to the Philippines, oth- 
ers have arranged to go to Alaska and 
Hawaii and the Indian affairs commit- 
tee proposed a’ trip of inspection in 
the west. All these plans now will 
have to be abandoned.

THE CLOTURE RULE. 


The country may well congratulate itself 
that henceforth it is to be safeguarded 
against a repetition of the senatorial fill- 
buster nuisance, which, as President Wil- 
son put it, “rendered the country helpless 
and contemptible,” in the closing hours of 
the last congressional session. 

In adopting a cloture rule, abrogating 
an archaic and mischievous principle of 100 
years’ standing, the United States has taken 
@ progressive step that is eminently just, 
democratic and in the interests of good gov- 
ernment. 

Only three negative votes were cast 
when the cloture rule was put up for ac- 
ceptance or rejection Thursday, whereas 
twelve, in all, of the senate membership 
participated in or gave aid and comfort to 
the disgraceful legislative strangulation in 
time of crisis a few days before. Thus was 
presented the spectacle of senators, en- 
forced by public sentiment or inner con- 
sciousness, even participating in the process 
of ramming down their own throats a dras- 
tic and deserved rebuke of their own un- 
patriotic, un-American conduct! It was a 


lesson, safe to say, which those recalci- 


trants will not soon forget; and it was a 
merited one. 

Under the senate rules, as they have 
stood for 100 years, a little clique or coterie 
of men could totally dam the stream—could 
effectively throttle the will of the majority. 
One man, in fact, under the “unanimous 
consent” provision, could, unaided and alone, 
block the course of legislation and bind the 
hands of the senate and the administration 
in their purpose to enact and enforce the 
will of the majority and of the American 
people. 

The cloture rule, long needed, but never 
more imperatively than now, will change 
this.

WAR TALK IS TABOO 
IN WASHINGTON NOW, 
SAYS CAPTAIN HEIDT 


It became know here yesterday that the 
war department in Washington has been 
gathering information as to the number of 
volunteers that could be handled daily by the 
various recruiting offices in the country 
should a call for volunteers be made by the 
president. 

It may be stated that the local recruiting 
office is prepared to handle volunteers at the 
rate of three hundred a day, if necessary. In 
the event of an emergency the facilities for 
handling men could be increased so that a 
00d many more than this number could be 
examined in a day. 

Captain Giulelmus V. Heidt, the local re- 


-crulting officer, returned Friday from a trip 


to Washington where he had been in con- 
ference with the adjutant general. He de- 
clined to discuss the results of his trip, in 
so far as it bore on the menace of war. Fur- 
ther than to say that war talk seemed to be 
tabooed in Washington and that one con- 
gressman with whom hereturned to Georgia 
told him that there was a general agreement 
among congressmen and Washington officials 
not to discuss war. 

“I heard much less war talk in Washing- 
ton than I hear in Georgia,’ he declared. 

He admitted, however, that his trip had 
resulted in a reorganization of his recruiting 
forces with a view to stimulating the in- 
crease in the army. Hitherto, he has had 
about thirty men on the road, spending from 
a few hours to a day in each place they vis- 
ited seeking recruits. Instead of having them 
rustling about over the state for men, he 
will station in twenty-five to thirty towns re- 
cruiting sergeants who will opén permanent 
headquarters in those towns. 

The cities to which recruiting sergeants 
have been assigned are: Atlanta, Albany, 
Augusta, Athens, Columbus, Macon, Rome, 
Waycross, Canton, Cuthbert, Fitzgerald, Dub- 
lin, Hawkinsville, Elberton, Dalton, Carroll- 
ton, Newnan, LaGrange, Americus, Milledge- 
ville, Sandersville, Valdosta, Thomasville, 
Bainbridge, Douglas and Washington. 

Another plan which the war department is 
trying out to stimulate recruiting is the dis- 
tribution of recruiting flags to postmasters 
who are assisting in the work. While only 
fifty of these flags have been assigned to 
Georgia, Captain Heidt will make requisition 
for 139 of them in order to give one to each 
county site postmaster in his territory. 

Fifty men have been sent to barracks from 
the local office during the eight days of 
March included in the last report, which 
shows a creditable increase. 


Should Be Self-Sufficient, 
Vanderlip Says of South 


That the eyes of the country are turned 
upon the south to an extent never before 
known is well illustrated in the following 
statement just made public in Atlanta by 
Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the Na- 
tional City bank, of New York: 

“The south is favored with a mild cli- 
mate and other conditions which enable it to 
grow practically all of the products required 
for food and clothing. The south has 
certain great natural resources of wealth 
and should become rapidly self-sufficient in 
the means of development.” 

Mr. Vanderlip was writing to Wilmer Lé 
Moore, president of the Southern States Life 
Insurance company, with regard to a cam- 
paign now being made by that organization 
in behalf of thrift. His letter was repro- 
duced in a special edition of the na 
paper,-The Keystone. He concluded by say- 
ing that he knew of no better way of achiev- 


ing success in the south than by teaching 


thrift in its best sense to the people. 
The edition of The Keystone has gone far 


in advance of other efforts along this line in 
the matter that it carries. There are thrift 
messages from ex-President James K. Lynch 
and President P. W. Goebel, of the American 
Bankers’ association; W. E. Knox and V. A. 
Lersner, of the Bowery Savings bank and the 
Williamsburg bank, New York: George E. 
Edwards, head of the Dollar Savings bank, 
New York, and F. A. Farnsworth, secretary 
of the American Bankers’ association. 

One story reviews the losses to the south 
by its being a debtor section, and another 
outlines the history of savings movements 
since Joseph stored up for the lean years in 
Egypt. Milton W. Harrison, secretary of the 
savings bank sé€@ction of the American Bank- 
ers’ association, tells of the advance of the 
savings and thrift idea. An _ interesting 
showing is that of school savings banks, in- 
cluding what has actually been done in 
Owensboro, Ky. 

“We are a rich country, but we shall not 
remain so unless we learn to save,” writes 
President J. W. Harriman, of the Harriman 
National bank, New York. T. J. Brooks, 
president of the Guaranty Trust and Savings 
bank, Jacksonville, Fla., sounds a warning 
against extravagance and a clarion call for 
saving. 

The company officers are being congratu- 
lated on so practical and so useful a con- 
tribution to the general movement for fru- 
gality now spreading over the south.

Prominent Atlanta Attorney 
Discusses “Bone Dry” Call 


Editor Constitution: I have read your 
editorials on the subject of the approaching 
special session of the legislature to pass a 
“bone dry” act for the state. : 

A question has arisen in my mind wheth- 
er the legislature can do anything after it 
has assembled. Under the Webb-Kenyon act, 
as construed by the supreme court of the 
United States in the West Virginia case, de- 
cided last January, beyond question all that 
is necessary for the legislature to do would 
be to prohibit the obtaining and using in- 
toxicating liquors altogether, for any pur- 
pose, and the thing would be done. This 
would prevent any -shipments from other 
States, not by virtue of the act of the Geor- 
gia legislature, but by virtue of the opera- 
tion of the Webb-Kenyon act, which has been 
declared constitutional, and operative in any 
prohibition state forbidding the having and 
using of intoxicants. But the situation has 
materially changed by virtue of the recent 
Reed amendment to the act just passed by 
congress, which has, to my mind, the effect 
of amending and modifying the Webb-Ken- 
yon act. This act prohibited generally all 
intoxicating liquors being shipped from a 
wet state into one where the possession and 
use of liquor is prohibited. 

The Reed amendment just passed, how~« 
ever, allows: 

First, intoxicating liquors being shipped 
into dry states for medicinal, mechanical, 
scientific and sacramental purposes, without 
limit as to amount, and with qualification as 
to interpretation. Thus the {Webb-Kenyon 
law has certainly been modified to that ex- 
tent. f 

Second, it allows by possible implication 
intoxicating liquors for all purposes to be 
shipped into a dry state. until July 1, 1917. 

Now, it is a well-recognized principle of 
law, that no state can pass a law interfer- 
ing in any way with the operation of in- 
terstate commerce, as was laid down by the 
United States supreme court in Leisy va, 
Hardin, 135 U. S., 100, and in order for a@ 
state to prevent shipments of liquor from 
other states, it had to depend upon such 
regulations as congress saw fit to pass. 

Congress has seen tit to amend the Webb- 
Kenyon act, so that liquors can be shipped 
into any dry state for medicinal, mechanieal, 
scientific and sacramental purposes, and algo 
for any and all purposes, up to July 1, 1917. 

Now the question in my mind is—what ig 
the legislature going to do at its special 
session to overcome this situation? How 
can it modify the United States statutes on 
the subject, as they stand today? I don’t 
protess to give an opinion, as I don’t know:

(59 Americans Released From 


Prison and Sent to 
Switzerland. 


Berlin, March 9.—(By Wireless to 
Tuckerton.) — Fifty-nine Americans 
taken from vessels sunk by the Ger- 
man raider in the south Atlantic and 
brought to Swinemuende on January 
1 on board the captured British steam- 
er Yarrowdale were released from quar- 
antine Thursday and left at 4 p. m. 
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for the Swiss frontier. 

News of their impending release was 
conveyed to them in the detention camp 
at Brandenburg Wednesday by the As- 
sociated Press correspondent. Most of 
them were seamen and were unaware 


that the Georgic and Mount Temple, 
upon which steamers they had shipped, 
were merchantmen. The majority of 
them live in Boston, Brooklyn or Phil- 
adelphia. Their detention for the past 
23. days was due to the discovery of 


spotted typhoid fever in their camp. 


Berne, March 9.—(Via Paris.)—The 
American legation here was surprised 
today when it learned from the Asso- 
ciated Press that the 59 Americans who 
were taken to Germany as prisoners on 
the steamship Yarrowdale, would arrive 
at the Swiss border tonight. Pleasant 
A. Stovall, the American minister, im- 
mediately telephoned to Consul Gen- 
eral Keene at Zurich, posts, him to 
keep the men there if possible until 
instructions could be obtained from 
Washington, since Berne already is over 
crowded with strangers.

9 —-American 
marines and bluejackets have been 
landed at Santiago, recently the 
stronghold of the Cuban revolutionists, 
and appear from latest navy. depart- 
ment dispatches to be facing the pos- 
sibility of an attack by the rebel 
bands waging guerilla warfare in the 
city’s suburbs.

A body of Cuban government 
under Colonel Petancourt was reported 
on its way to Santiago to reinforce the 
small government garrison, however, 
and navy officials believed the tnsur- 
rectos would stay out of the city prop- 
er and avoid any clash with the Amer- 
feans.

Klsewhere on the western front there 
have been raids by French, British and 
German troops. Nine raids, London 
Savs, were made by the Germans 
against British trenches north of Wul- 
verghem, between Armentieres and 
Ypres. Berlin says thirty-seven pris- 
oners and two machine guns were cap- 
tured in this region. London reports 
the capture of some prisoners from the 
German raiders and a successful BPrit- 
ish raid south of Biaches. Colder 
weather again has’ returned to the 
western front, accompanied by gales 
and snow, and is interfering with op- 
erations on a large scale. 

Six hundred prisoners were taken by 
Austro-German forces in an attack on 
Russian positions between the Trotus 
and Uzul valleys, in western Moldavia. 
Petrograd says that three heights were 
taken by the attackers, and adds that 
the Russians are making counter at- 
tacks. 

There has been no marked activity in 
the other fields. Petrograd reports 
some Russian activity north of Erzin- 
gan, in Armenia, and an advance south- 
west of Sakkiz, Persia, toward the 
Turkish border.
